RECORD OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD IN THE HIGH SCHOOL AUDITORIUM, 
MILLIS, MASSACHUSETTS 
MONDAY, FERUARY 17, 1947 


The annual business meeting of the Town of Millis 
was held in the High School Auditorium Monday even- 
ing, February 17, 1947, and called to order at 7:35 P.M., . 
by Moderator, Rudolph F. King. The Town Warrant 
was read having been signed by the Selectmen, Harry N. 
Walker, Michael E. Collins, and W. Harold Simpson, and 
Attest by Henry J. Cassidy, Constable. 


As the annual Town election was held Monday, Feb- 
ruary 10, in the Grange Hall, Article I was here omitted 
and Business proceeded directly to Article 2 — 


To hear and act on the reports of Town Officers and 
Committees. 


Motion made that the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees be accepted as printed in the 
Annual Town Report for fiscal year ending December 
31, 1946. 


Discussion was held on the report of the School Com- 
mittee, particularly on the lack of sufficient report on the 
athletic program of the school during the past year 
which neglected to give any specific record of the activi- 
ties of the boys and girls either in baseball or football; 
nor was there any report of the finances of the Athletic — 
Association. Criticism was offered in regard to the 
lack of an efficient athletic coach. The School Committee 
stated in defense that whatever had been done was for 
the best interest of the citizens of the Town and they had © 
done the best they could with the funds available. 


The Moderator invited Lawrence Reardon to act as 
Moderator pro tem, whereupon Mr. King took the floor 
and explained in more or less detail conditions as he had

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found them, especially in regard to school records being 
_ kept on file in the Town of Medfield rather than in Millis. 


At the conclusion of Mr. King’s remarks he offered the 
following amended motion: 


“That we do accept the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, if, and when, the School Com- 
mittee prints an appendix to its Report, showing the ac- 
tivities of the baseball and football teams, and record 
the names of all the players who participated in these 
two sports in the year 1946, one printed copy to be added 
to the School Report or Town Report, which is filed in 
the library of the High School, and another copy going 
to the Town Clerk, so that it may be included in the per- 
manent bound copy of the 1946 Town Report, which is 
placed in the Town Office; also that there be included the 
financial report of the Athletic Association activities.” 


This motion was CARRIED, 


Art. 3— To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for the maintenance of law and order, 
or act in any manner relating thereto.

REPORT OF THE MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis: 


The Gypsy Moth infestation this year was not as 
bad as one year ago. There was no defoliation of our 
woodland areas and our roadside trees showed little 
signs of eating. 


The Elm Leaf Beetle was very bad this year but 
our roadside trees showed very little signs of perfora- 
tion except at the junction of Main and Pleasant Streets. © 


D.D.T. was applied to all our shade trees and some 
of the woodland instead of arsenate of lead. A very 
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-good job was done by the concern doing this work and 
_ it was applied by a blower. The results seem very good 
as egg clusters are very scarce where the D.D.T. was 
applied. 


This coming year I would recommend two sprays, 
‘the second one to be applied the last of July to help 
control the Fall Web Worm which was very prevalent 
on our roadside trees this year during the month of 
August.

REPORT OF THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


We are submitting the estimates on the extension 
of the sewerage system as requested at the last Annual 
Town Meeting. The estimates are given by Mr. E. Worth- 
ington, who made the original plans for the sewerage 
system for the Town of Millis, and are as follows:

Dear Sir: 

I submit the following report with estimates of 
cost upon the extension of the Sewerage System at 
Millis. This report is to cover the territory which was 


a 
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covered by my report of 1938 at which time it was for 
the Federal Government to provide for 45% of the cost. 
There was no construction done under this 1938 report 

as the Town of Millis voted not to proceed. 


It is perhaps needless to call your attention to the F 
great advance in the cost of materials and labor today : 
over that of 1938. This advance is at least 100% or © 
double that of 1938 estimates. The question of whether 
the peak of advance has been reached is unknown but — 
it appears to be a fair conclusion that no material reduc- : 
tion can be had in the near future. 


The essential feature for your town is the pro- © 
vision for an outlet sewer to cover that portion of the 
business center at the junction of Main and Exchange 
Streets, as well as the low section at corner of Main 
and Spring Streets. 


This involves a main Sewer outlet through Main 
Street and Adams Street to Union Street at the present 
12-inch sewer. By reference to the 1938 report it will 
be seen that the route then proposed was through Laven- 
der Street, but as this street has been abandoned by the 
Town, the alternate route by Main and Adams Streets — 
is proposed. While this is slightly longer than the Laven- 


der Street route, it shortens the deep tunnel section and 
the difference in cost is not appreciable. Because this 
Main outfall sewer is essential for all the territory South © 
of the railroad and includes the locale now needing sew- 
ers, this is treated separately in the estimates which 

are shown in this report. The total estimate of this © 
Main sewer is $72,128.00 or substantially $73,000.00. 


Other streets named in the 1938 report are also 
shown in the schedule of proposed sewers and included — 
in the estimate sheet. 

It should be noted however that the streets north 
of the railroad train into the Union Street sewer at 
junction of Union and Curve Streets. 
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The total estimated cost of these streets $76,877.00. 


One other feature also can be mentioned. The Filter 

Beds now 4 in number would require an additional 2 beds 

to be added which are estimated at present prices at 

$20,700.00 based on cost of sand and gravel material 
to be applied.

It should be also borne in mind that the necessary 
plans, profiles and specifications must be prepared for 
any sewer work the Town proposes to undertake by vote 
in Town Meeting before contract can be made. 


i This report however is sufficient to allow the Town 
- to take action with appropriation therefor. 


Before final plans are made it is desirable to make 
- test borings on Tunnel Section to determine the mate- 
rial to be encountered. 


These borings cost $2.50 per foot. If 5 tests were 
made in this section there would be about 100 feet of 
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tests if no rock is met. The cost would not probably 
exceed $300.00.

Report No. 2 


Mr. Evan F. Richardson, 
Chairman of Sewer Commissioners, 
Millis, Mass. 


Dear Sir: 


You have asked me for an estimate of cost of a 
Receiving Basin with the other changes, including the 
cost of operation of same, located near the junction of 
Main and Spring Streets. This to be balanced by the 
omission of the tunnel section through Main Street from 
Exchange Street to Plain Street. 


The Tunnel is estimated in my report of September 
25th 1947 to be $35,000. 
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The times are now of high prices and the cost o 
the Basin and Pumping plant are also to be doubled at 
least. Also I feel that a larger Basin should be built 
due to increased service required in the 10 year laps 
since 1938. 


The receiving Basin should be 12x18x12 containing 
about 20,000 gallons before emptying. This has also — 
a sump and pump house for discharge through the 6 inch — 
cast iron force main to reach the summit at the school 
house on Main Street. From this point a 10 inch sewer 
to Plain Street. This Basin to care for 400 population. 


It is difficult to obtain exact figures of cost. I have 
contacted contractors who are wary of quoting figures. 
In the changes on Main Street due to substitution of a 
Receiving Basin for the tunnel section, there also must 
be a sewer on Main Street from Exchange to its junction 
with Spring and Auburn Streets and on Main Street 
from School House to Plain Street. The present require- 
ments are for the sewers on Exchange Street and those 
streets which drain into it and also that portion of Main 
Street between Exchange and Spring Streets. The 20,000 
gallon tank would take care of about 400 population. 
If in the future however there were sewers leading in 
from Spring and Auburn Streets and also from Pleasan 
Street junction it would be necessary to put in addi- 
tional tank service and adjust the discharge of each soa 
as to alternate when clearing was done which is about 
twice a year. 


This requires at least land to allow for such addi-— 
tions and the tanks should not be so located as to be 
a detriment to future development. While the tanks are 
beneath the surface with only the pump house and ac- 
cess entrances above the ground, the structures should 
not be unsightly or prominent features of the locality. 


The estimate of the cost of such a tank is as follows: 
$20,000 tank of reinforced concrete with pump hou 
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$6,000. The pump to work automatically on levels of 
sewage contained would cost about $1500. The force 
“main from pump to discharge at manhole in Main Street 
at School House summit 1,100 feet of 6 inch cast iron 
pipe $5,500. The sewer on Main Street from Exchange 
Street to tank 600 feet of 10 inch sewer $4500 including 
Manholes. Also a sewer in Main Street from Exchange 
‘Street to Plain Street (1,000) feet of 10 inch sewer with 
manholes $9,000. This makes a total of $22,000. If a 
- second tank was eventually built with accessories there 
_ would be an additional cost of about $7,500 or a total 
of $29,500. With land, etc., this whole cost might be - 
- $30,000 to balance the $35,000 of the Tunnel. 


It should be borne in mind that the tank plan brings 
a yearly cost of current for pump operation and the 
cleaning which would make a yearly outlay of about $500. 


a The tank plan would be cheaper in the first years by 
about $10,000 but a new sewer tank would probably be 
required in ten years. 


I still think the deep tunnel section outlet would be 
desirable for a permanent relief for the section which 
drains to the low area around the junction of Main and 
Spring Streets. The question of future requirements is 
to be considered. A sewerage system should be adequate 
to meet probable conditions in a reasonable future with- 
out changes or obsolete structure.

The fire season got off to an early start with several 
calls for grass fires by the middle of February. The 
areas burned were small on the spring fires with the 
exception of Sunday, April 27, when a large area of 
swamp land was burned in the Maple swamp section. 


During the October drought, we were very lucky 
in having no serious fires. October 23, was named by 
the Massachusetts Department of Conservation as the 
worst day in the history of Massachusetts fire fighting. 
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It was necessary to spend a large sum in keeping 
_ the town dump under control during this period and we 
sincerely hope that something can be done to make this 
a safer place. Our last fire on Dec. 3, burned about 12 
acres of woodland on Dwight Street. Help was called 
_ from Medfield and Norfolk.

Old Age Assistance 


The Massachusetts Old Age Assistance Law was 
enacted July 1, 1931. Since then there have been many 
amendments passed by the Legislature bearing on the 
amount of assistance, the responsibility of children to 
support their parents, residence requirements, property 
and insurance matters, office quarters and personnel. 
Each year numerous bills are filed with the Legislature 
providing for changes in the law, and its administration, 
but only a minor part of these proposals are enacted into 
law. In 1946 the requirement of children to support 
their parents was modified by increasing the amounts of 
allowable exemptions. As a result of this change no 
action was required against any son or daughter in Millis 
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during 1947. In September 1946 a change in the life in- 
- surance became effective. The law now allows any 
- amount of insurance to be carried provided the cash 
- surrender value does not exceed $500.00 or if over that 
amount an adjustment must be made in the insurance, 


. or an assignment to the Board of Public Welfare must 


be made before applicant is eligible. 


The Federal Old Age Program went into effect ten 
years ago, and despite that program we have twice as 
many cases receiving Old Age Assistance. In the month 
of December there were 13 cases in which Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance was being supplemented by Old 
Age Assistance. 1 case where income of responsible 
relative was being supplemented by Old Age Assistance, 
and 1 case where other income was being supplemented 
by Old Age Assistance. 


The case load increased from 54 on December 31, 
1946 to 63 on December 31, 1947. 


The expenditures were $36,872.40 for 1947 as com- 
pared to $31,646.69 for 1946. 


The Federal Grants totaled $15,446.05 in 1947, as 
compared to $12,318.20 in 1946.

To the citizens of Millis: 


This committee, appointed to act with the Planning 
Board in the investigating and planning of a municipal 
building, organized with Rudolph F. King, as Chairman, 
and Albert W. Hunt, as Secretary, in 1946, and made a 
preliminary report in the Annual Report of the Town of 
Millis for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1946. The 
committee requested the citizens to consider this a re- 
port of progress, and respectfully requested that it be 
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allowed to continue its activities. At the annual town 
business meeting on Monday, February 17, 1947, the 
town voted to authorize this committee to continue its 
investigation and planning for a municipal building, and 
appropriated a sum of money for its use. 


It was voted to divide the committee into sub com- 
mittees, as follows: Committee to Clear Title on Adams 
School Lot—Rudolph F. King, Albert W. Hunt, Lloyd C. 
King; Committee on Flans and Location—George Sarris, 
Charles A. Smith, Charles V. §. Purdy, Frank Hamm, 
Walter W. Hoar, Michael H. Clancy, Albert W. Hunt: 
Committee to Check with Fire and Police Departments 
on Their Requirements—Harold V. Voye, Lloyd Lipsitt, 
Royden Y. Barrett, J. Francis Sheehan: Committee on 
Town Office Requirements and Organization Require- 
ments—George Y. Robinson, Arthur D. Thorne, Jacob J. 
Zalvin, Frederick J. Welch, Lawrence J. Reardon, Dennis 
J. Murphy, Lloyd C. King, Rudolph F. King. 


Arrangements were made with Attorney Arthur D. 
Hill of Milford to check on the title on the Adams School 
lot. He has made a preliminary verbal report to the sub 
committee, and will make a written report before the 
1948 Annual Town Meeting.

A room for Town Treasurer. 

A room for the Town Clerk. 

A room for the Tax Collector. 

A room for the Board of Assessors. 


A room for the Selectmen, with small office at- 
tached for the Selectmen’s Clerk and the Town Ac- 
countant. 


A room for the Board of Public Welfare. 


A room for the Veterans Department. 


One room for the Water Commissioners, Sewer Com- 
missioner, Park Commissioners, Cemetery Commissioners 
and Planning Board.

Streets and Highways 


Practically all of the town roads that have had tary 
applied have been surface treated. 


The contract for Chapter 90 Construction on Orchard 
Street was awarded to A. A. Will Co., of Milton. This 
work was finished in the late fall. The Selectmen per- 
suaded the State and County to reserve the amount of 
$500.00 out of the original appropriation for drainage 
through the land of Adam Harcovitz and Alan Cun-— 
ningham. 


Tarvia was applied on Orchard Street from the resi- 
dence of Russell McCallum to the residence of Fran- 
cis Gray. 


The construction of Acorn Street has been completed 
and is now ready for tarvia. 


Causeway Street has been graveled and tarvia ap- 
plied as far as the residence of Warren A. Heustis. } 


A pipe arch structure was used in preference to the 
conventional type to replace the wooden bridge on Cause- 
way Street. This type of bridge is being used extensively. 
In our opinion it will serve the purpose and cost con- 
siderable less money than a cement structure. 


-The old wooden bridge on Ridge Street, crossing - 
Bogastow Brook, is in a dangerous condition. Tempo- 
rary repairs have been made from time to time but in our 
opinion a new bridge at this location is imperative. We 
have requested the State Engineer’s office in Taunton to — 
make a survey of this problem and to submit recom- 
mendations and costs of a new bridge. 


Cement posts are being used to replace the old 
wooden posts and fences along the roadside. 
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oe drainage project has been laid out on Pleasant 


_ The flashing beacon has been installed at Main and 
Plain Streets and according to Police reports relatively 
few vehicles pass the light without stopping. 


_~«-‘The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
| ‘Company have built a new bridge on Plain Street. The 
road on each side of the bridge was raised so that the 
arch was lessened. The old planking has been replaced 
y asphalt planking which permanently eliminates the 
“very unpleasant noise when vehicles pass over the bridge. 


The “STOP” sign was removed from the junction of 
“Main and Village Streets. Considering the fact that it 
‘was merging traffic and a clear view could be had in 
‘both directions, the Board decided that the sign was 
unimportant. 

Police 


On March 24th Horace Balkam and Matthew J. Gate- 
ly were appointed Special Police Officers. 


Chief of Police Arthur F. Scholl passed away on 
May 28, 1947. The Board considered John Sullivan the 
next senior officer and therefore appointed him Acting 

Chief of Police. 


Mr. Sullivan took over the duties of Acting Chief 
of Police and has fulfilled the office in a manner that is 
a credit to himself and the Town of Millis. 


Complete uniforms, coats, badges and other equip- 
ment has been purchased for the police officers. 


A Civil Service Examination was held at the High 
School in Millis on December 6, 1947, for the office of 
permanent Chief of Police. Four Millis men took the 
examination: John Sullivan, Henry Cassidy, Horace Bal- 
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kam and Mathew J. Gately. Results of this examinatic 
is expected to be in the hands of the abou 
February 10th, 1948. It will then be the duty of the 
Board to appoint the new Chief of Police. q 

A new police radio was installed in the police cag 
last July and has proven its value 4 great many times, 
It has allowed the police to patrol the town at any time 
of day or night and be sure that they can be reache : 
by radio. In our opinion it has been an excellent invest-_ 
ment for the town. 

One thousand copies of the Town of Millis By-Laws 
were printed and a copy sent to each family in the town. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Co. has petitioned the Department of Public Utilities fo; 
permission to discontinue passenger service on the West 
Medway-Needham branch. The Selectmen, acting in con- 
junction with the Selectmen of Medway, Medfield, Dover 
and Needham and also a number of prominent citizens 
of each town met at the Selectmen’s Office in Medfield” 


to have the present passenger service continued.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of the Town of Millis: 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools for the year ending December 31, 1947. This is 
the 45th annual report in the series of reports by the Superin- — 
tendents of Schools. The first report was presented by Super- 
intendent M. J. West who was appointed by the joint School 
Committee for the Towns of Millis, Norfolk and Westwood 
April 12, 1902 at a meeting held in Millis. 


Following this report, there are reports from the various 
School Departments, namely: the Principal of the Millis Con- 
solidated School, Guidance Director and Sub-Master, House 
hold Arts and Cafeteria, Industrial Arts, Physical Education, — 
Health, Music and School Census. I urge you to read these 
reports for there is much valuable material here to help all 
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understand the various details in operating a modern 
school plant. All of the reports are incorporated into this 
total report to the School Committee, ‘ 


Salaries 


; The year 1947 was a year in which Millis was able to im- 
prove its faculty. The report of the Principal shows the 
changes that have taken place. There is a friendly, coopera- 
tive spirit between the teachers, the administration, the pupils 
and the townspeople. I, personally, hope that the spirit of 
_ cooperation will become even greater with the establishment 
of the Millis Parent-Teachers’ Association. This organization 
_ must meet the challenge and prove that the Association, parent 
and teacher, is working for the betterment of the children of 
Millis. 

Doubtless one of the reasons for the better spirit in our 
schools has been brought about by the generous response of 
the School Committee and the townspeople in increasing the 
salaries of the teachers of Millis. This was a step in the right 
direction; however, Millis teachers are not overpaid and are 
not up to the rates of nearby communities. A study of the 
New England School Development Council’s Report on Salaries 
shows that in the towns reported, with equal pay for men and 
women, the average minimum is about $1800 and the average 
maximum is $3200. Of course, there are three scales—for 
those with degrees, without degrees and with Masters de- 
grees. These salary schedules usually provide ways and 
means for teachers with dependents to earn extra pay up to 
$500 a year. Millis must not allow other towns to offer higher 
salaries and attract Millis teachers elsewhere.

Higher salaries and better work go hand in hand, and 
our Millis teachers, I can assure you, will give their best, 
as they always have, to the children of Millis. 


Living costs in October 1947 reached a new high, 63.8% 
above the prewar level of 1935 to 1939, according to the B.L.S. 
Consumers’ Price Index for large cities. In Massachusetts 
the cost of living in October 1947 was 154.7 as compared with 
98.9 for January 1941. 


Thus, in the first month of the school year 1947-48, the 
_ increased support for schools provided by the Town of Millis 
_ was being canceled out by the rising tide of inflation. The 
: September 1947 dollar bought about as much as 93 cents bought 
a year earlier and as much as 61 cents bought in the prewar 
year. These figures show definitely that not only were sup- 
_ plies hard to get and more costly, but that the increase which 
averaged $400 per teacher per year were worth $372 in 1946. 


buying power. 
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State Aid for the support of schools in 
now totals about $6,000,000 which is about 8% of the total 
cost. Massachusetts ranks about 43d among the states in — 
this respect. State Aid in Delaware, Washington, New Mexico, 
California and Michigan averages $4,150 per classroom. In 
Massachusetts it is about $270 per classroom. 


The goal aimed for is $28,500,000 State Aid for Massachu- 
setts schools. At the present time Senator Ralph C. Mahar, 
Chairman of the Committee on Education in the Senate has 
filed a bill for the 1948 session of the legislature. This bill 
is $164; everyone, teacher, parent, taxpayer, will want to 
work for this bill. This bill will equalize the burden of pay- 
ment for education within the state. At present there are 
many inequalities. The relatively wealthy city of Springfield 
received about $12 per pupil, while Revere, a rather poor city, 
was reimbursed about $9 per pupil. 


Let us keep this bill in mind and help in every way pos- 
sible, for it will mean much to the boys and girls of Millis. 


A survey of the teacher shortage in Massachusetts in 
September, 1947, was made by the Massachusetts Teachers 
Federation. They wrote to Superintendents of Schools and re 
ceived replies from two-thirds of the Superintendents. It 
was noted that a total of 122 positions in the state were un- 
filled. The real shortage is not fully measured by 122 yacan- 
cies, for many Superintendents Stated that positions had 
been filled by temporary or unqualified persons. This agency 
reported “an actual shortage of about 300 teachers.” Increased 
enrollments in the next few years due to the rise in birth 
rates will tend to substantially increase this shortage of teach- 
ers. 


School Health Program 


Your Superintendent of Schools represented Millis at the 
School Health Workshop held at Barnstable High School, June 
23 to 27, 1947. This Workshop was under the Sponsorship of 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. Fifty ad- 
ministrators of the schools of Southeastern Massachusetts 
were present. 


The Workshop studied the administrative aspects of the 
school health program, with special emphasis on means of 
coordinating school medical services, healthful school living 
and the supervision of health teaching.

Many interesting discussions were forthcoming following 

the many addresses. The purpose, always kept in mind, was 

_ to find ways to improve the administration of the Total Health 
Program. Some of the problems follow: 


1. There is a need for a head to the health program and 
it was decided that “the Superintendent is probably the best 
_ official we have at present for the job.” 


i 2. There should be a central coordinating group or council, 
whose function is to bring together all persons who should be 
concerned with the total health program. Represented should 
be all groups, who are concerned with the health of children, 

including pupils of high school age. This council should in- 
_ clude people both in schools and from the community at large. 


= 8. The need for clear delineation of responsibility and 
procedures, The doctor, nurse, principal, classroom teacher, 
guidance department, physical education, superintendent, coun- 
cil and others must have a clear idea as to their relation to all 
others in the total program. 


Functions of participants in the Total Health program 
follow: 


1. Classroom teacher—Screening as well as health teach- 
ing. 

2. The education of parent is most necessary for it is 
useless to teach pupil what to eat if parent does not pro- 
vide it. 

3. Health work must begin with child in pre-natal stage 
and be continued throughout school career. 


4. Physical examination

It is certainly true that “the opportunities to improve 
the health situation on all levels presents a tremendous chal 
lenge to educators.” It offers an opportunity for patient work 
and the utilization of all existing professional agencies. 


Millis schools are working along these lines and will, as — 
time goes by, make their health program better than before. 
The people of the town helped to give this program a real 
start by the appointment of a full time teacher of Physical 


Education. 
Adult Education in Millis 


During the last school year the School Department con- 
ducted a Veterans’ Evening School at the Millis High School 
Several subjects were taught which were equivalent to the 
regular High School subjects. The teachers of this school 
were Mr. Frederick Welch, Mr. Clarence Washburn, Mr. Harold 
Stevens and Mr. Raymond Locke. The following returned 
veterans attended two evenings each week, received credit, 
and graduated at the regular graduation exercises in June:

This school completed most of the general needs of our 
veterans who had left for war before graduation. However, 
other boys may attend classes at any Veterans’ School in 
Massachusetts, the nearest of these are at Franklin, Framing- 
ham and Norwood. 


Mr. Frederick Welch, Guidance Director, will gladly con- 
fer with any veteran concerning his educational plans. The 
Principal and Superintendent will be pleased to help to the 
limit of their knowledge of opportunities. Frequently boys 
drop in for conference and we encourage this for we are only 
too pleased to be able to encourage and to help the veterans. 


Many requests have come to us for Adult Vocational 
Classes for Women in Millis. These classes would teach Dress 
making, Homemaking, Tray Painting, Home Nursing, Home 
Decoration and as many other subjects as the women desire. 
Millis has never accepted the act to establish Evening Voca- 
tional Schools and the Town Meeting in February must vote 
to accept the act before the School Committee may offer the 
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esto and give the ee courses possible if the Town 
‘Meeting so votes. 


Safety Education 


This year, and every year, Safety Education is a must. 
in every school program. Not only is it important to teach 
children to be careful in their homes, in the school and on 
_ the streets, but we must also stress care in matters of fires 
and simple accidents such as falls, throwing stones, etc. 


Fire prevention is necessary and all teachers are con- 
_ stantly on the guard to see that children realize the danger 
of setting fires and being careless in connection with the 
_ burning of rubbish and paper. This fall millions of dollars 
_ worth of valuable timber, homes, school houses, whole towns 
were lost in the forest fires in Maine. In Millis we are for- 
_ tunate to have had only a few fires and we hope that we 
have helped a little to keep this danger to a minimum. The 
_ efficient Fire Department is always alert to help and we at 
_ the School appreciate their cooperation during Fire Preven- 
_ tion Week and throughout the year. 


During this year the School Department, along with the 
various school departments of the Commonwealth, have cooper- 
ated with the Registrar of Motor Vehicles in his drive for safer 
highways. The Chairman of the School Committee, your Prin- 
cipal and your Superintendent have attended the various con- 
ferences held during the year. On May 16 we attended the 
“Governor’s Highway Safety Conference” held at the State 
House and at the Hotel Statler. Briefly we came back to 
_ Millis impressed with the greatness of the job and with ideas 
_ to carry on a better program of “Highway Safety” in our 
; classrooms. The slogan of the conference—‘Highway Safety 
. Is Your Business’”—helped us to realize our duty in teaching 
_ all children the need for safety—especially those young men 
and women about to become drivers. Their added respon- 
sibility is greatest when they sit behind the wheel of a car 
on the highways of the state. We were impressed with the 
words of Rudolph F. King, Registrar, “Our approach to the 
problem of highway safety must be positive and construc- 
tive ... There is no more tragic waste of human lives, no 
more unnecessary background of human suffering, no more 
_ needless source of economic loss than traffic accidents. Need- 
_ less, because a complete, adequate safety program of state 
} and local government, fully supported by the people, both 
| through organizations and as individuals, can bring down and 
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hold down the highway casualty list. . . . Safety on our hig 
ways is the business of every pedestrian and motorist in th 
Commonwealth.” 


During the month of September your Superintendent at 
tended the first “Driver Education Workshop for School 
ministrators” held at the State House. This conference 
sponsored by the Registrar of Motor Vehicles with 
D. Kramer, Director. Many topics were discussed and 
new plans made for better Driver Education in the 
Schools of the State. Information was presented to 
High Schools obtain dually controlled ears at a minimum 
to the Town.

We also learned how testing devices could be made at 
little expense by the Shop Department.

My hope is that the teachers directly responsible may 
come closer to Such instruction and that regional conferences 
e planned to help the instructors become acquainted with 
» experts of these important fields. 


In our schools we are this year stressing Safety and 
Ith. I wish to publicly thank the State Department of 
blic Health and the Registry of Motor Vehicles for their 
peration in sending the various speakers to the Parent 
chers Associations and to the Assembly Programs. We 
_ appreciate the friendly helpfulness of Mr. Ralph Haskins, 
i lugene Fanning, Registry of Motor Vehicles, with their Safety 
_ Program in our High and Elementary Schools. It was Mr. 
_ Haskins that personally helped your Superintendent in the 
U formation of all safety patrols. 


Conclusion

I wish to commend the recent classes graduating from 
high school for their thought and effort in leaving something 
to the school of a lasting and useful nature. The class of 1945 
left the school $141.50 in cash to be used to purchase grey 
curtains for the auditorium stage, and the money was used 
for that purpose. The class of 1946 left a motion picture screen 
for the auditorium. The class of 1947 gave the school two 
electric clocks. One is located in the front hall and the other 
is in the auditorium. 


Teachers Leaving Millis in 1947

Promotions 


Each year in grades II to VIII inclusive we conduct our 
own testing program. We have used the Stamford Achieve 
ment Tests for four consecutive years. A pupil’s intellectual 


growth can be studied from year to year and corrections made 
as time and teaching conditions permit. The reason for my 
reporting this fact is to impress those who read this report 
that we must tighten up on our promotion this year. We 
have been very lenient in this respect for three years, hoping 
that the children would make an effort to do better school 
work. In some of our grades there is too great a range of 
grade level between the upper half and the lower half of the 
class. This means too much time has to be used by the teacher 
to try to bring the slower and uninterested pupils along. This 


their work. 


This year the standard tests will be given in 
for example, a child is in the fifth grade and his tests show 
that he is capable of doing no more than third grade school 
work, that child should repeat the grade. This plan should 
be consistent in grades II to VII The only exception is the 
over-age, over-sized child, who for social reasons alone should 
be moved along with his or her group. 
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Y We plan to have an accurate report of a child’s work in 
subject matter and his various attitudes toward school to 
go to the home every thirtieth school day. If the report is 
not satisfactory the parent should find out the reason and 
then co-operate with the teacher in making the necessary cor- 

- rections. 


> Library Books in Elementary Grades 


For some time the elementary school teachers have taken 

an interest in trying to build a reading library for the pupils 
in the elementary grades. We have had school activities 
such as movies, the sale of garden and flower seeds to raise 
money, and the profits realized were used to purchase library 
books for the various rooms. The fact has been called to my 
attention that the interest in reading is becoming more evi- 
_ dent, and there is a greater demand for library books. Please, 

may we have a fair minimum allowance each year for library 
books in the lower grades? 


If any parents have grown-up children and their childhood 
books have become things of past interest, we would appre- 
_ ciate the books as a gift to the school. 

Improving Lighting 


A careful survey of lighting in the school was made by 
_ the Edison Company. Definite recommendations were made. 
The School Committee has been installing fluorescent lighting 
in rooms showing the greatest need as funds would permit. 


Fluorescent lighting has been installed in the following 
rooms; Grade I, Nurse’s room, Grade VII, old Chemistry Lab- 
oratory (now Grade VI classroom), the sewing room, the 
teachers’ room, and the principal’s office. There are five rooms 
in the elementary grades in the old part of the building that 
should have fluorescent lighting. 

Use of High School Auditorium 


It has become an established custom for the auditorium 
to be used by local organizations during the winter months 
for basketball. On Monday evenings the Church of Christ, 
on Wednesday evenings St. Thomas Church, and on Thursday 
evenings the American Legion have basketball practice. I 
_ heartily approve of this type of recreational and competitive 
activity for the organizations of Millis. At times I am con- 
cerned about the fact that supervision of those not taking 
part, that is, visitors merely going in and out, should be cor- 
rected. I believe a suitable appropriation should be made 
each year for the proper supervision of the auditorium and 
the rest of the school building when they are being used for 
recreational purposes. 
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“The Meadows” 


At the close of the football season, Mr. Joseph Novick, a 
graduate of Millis High School in 1930, invited the members 
of the football squad, the coach, the teachers, the cheer leaders, 
the school committee, Superintendent of Schools and town 
officials to have dinner with him at “The Meadows” in Fram- 
ingham. This was an unique affair and an excellent evening 
was enjoyed by all. After the dinner, Mr. Stanley Sheldon, 
Chairman of the School Committee, expressed his apprecia- 
tion to Mr. Novick, and turned the meeting over to Mr. Rudolph 
F. King, as toastmaster. Mr. King was in his usual good 
humor and he gave everyone an opportunity to express him- 
self. Mr. Michael Collins, a member of the Board of Select- 
men, told the best story of the evening. At the end, Mr. 
Novick closed the party with interesting reminiscences and 
inspiring remarks to the football squad. 


Boys’ State — Girls’ State 


The American Legion Committee on Boys’ State con- 
sisting of Mr. Arthur Thorne, Chairman, and Mr. Hugh Mc- 
Carthy came to the school and explained the objectives of 
Boys’ State to be held at the University of Massachusetts at 
the close of the year in June, also, gave directions for choosing 
the candidates to represent our school. Two Junior boys were 
to be chosen, the expense of travel, board and room to be 
paid by the American Legion. Robert W. Small and Chris 
topher Clancy represented our school. The boys made a com- 
plete report of their experience in setting up State Govern- 
ment officials, besides the honor of hearing and meeting a 
number of our high State officials. 


The Ladies’ Auxiliary Committee on Girls’ State, consist- 
ing of Mrs. George Robinson, Chairman, Mrs. Walter Hoar, 
Mrs. Lawrence Mott, Mrs. Terrence Quarton, and Mrs. Francis 
Sheehan came to the school and explained the objectives of 
Girls’ State to be held at Bridgewater Teachers College. Mrs. 
Robinson had Lois Nourse, a former Girls’ Stafe representa- 
tive, here to explain the objectives to the girls. One Junior 
Girl, Miss Ruth Mael, was selected by the teachers to repre- 
sent our school. Miss Mael made a complete report of the 
activities of Girls’ State to the Ladies’ Auxiliary and at school 
assembly. 


Safety Program 


The importance of a safety program in the school cannot 
be overestimated. The elementary teachers are to be com- 
mended on their efforts to teach their pupils the rules of 
safety. I think the Safety Play by Joan Meleski and eight 
first grade children at our Education Night program is proof 
that the younger pupils are quite safety minded. For a 
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number of years the A B C (Always Be Careful) approach 
used in teaching safety in the classroom and at assemblies. 
Mr. Hawkins from the Registry of Motor Vehicles has been 
‘at Millis for four consecutive years to talk and show moving 
pictures on safety. In October 1946, Mr. Hawkins showed an 
excellent film on safety and patrol duty. Since that time, 
the 1-2-3-g0 signal at intersections, crossing and bus stops 
has been used. The meaning of the 1-2-3-go plan is this: as 
a child approaches a street or intersection he is to stop, 
1—look to the left, 2—look to the right, 3—look straight ahead, 
_ —if clear, he is to GO. Parents, please check with your chil- 
_ dren occasionally and remind them of their safety rules and 
1-2-3-g0 as they leave home for school in the morning. 


The Patrol System was put into operation soon after the 
opening of school in September. Mr. Eaton, Superintendent 
of Schools, attended the Safety Conference conducted by Mr. 
R. F. King, Registrar of Motor Vehicles, and his men at the 
State House. The patrol boys are stationed at the busy inter- 
sections and cross streets. In the morning when the children 
are coming to school they are on the home side of the street 
or crossing. After school they are stationed on the school 
side of the street and help the pupils cross the street or in- 
tersection at the proper time. The patrol boys are never used 
to direct traffic.

REPORT OF THE SUB-MASTER OF THE 
MILLIS CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 
Guidance. 


This year, as in the past, our guidance program has been 
carried on primarily by the homeroom teachers. A guidance 
folder for each pupil can be found in the pupil's homeroom. 
Such information as achievement tests, scholastic achievement 
and extracurricular activities is retained in this folder. 


Much of the success of our present guidance program 
goes to the homeroom teacher since the maintenance of such 
records is the responsibility of the individual teacher. 


The information contained in said folders has proved most 
valuable on many occasions. When seniors are in the process 
of selecting a college or school for further education, both 
the Principal and Guidance Director depenti very much on 
the information contained in the individual student’s guidance 
record to make recommendations and suggestions. 

Since it is becoming more and more difficult to gain ad — 
mission to accredited colleges and schools, we who are in- 
terested in guidance strongly suggest that our students make 
their decisions regarding future schools as soon as possible. 


A recent survey conducted by the Principal of the Framing- 
ham High School proves conclusively that high school students 
should make applications to colleges and other schools as 
early as possible during their senior year. 

Good Government Day. 
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“An act authorizing the Governor to designate the second 
iday in January as Good Government Day, providing for 
the observance of said day in the schools and providing for a 
_ student Senate and House of Representatives.” 


; The above law enacted by the General Court of the Com- 
- monwealth this year provides for the annual observance of 
-_ Good Government Day: The provisions of the act call for the 
election of student representatives and senators by the high 
school students in the various representative and senatorial 
- districts, such elected representatives to correspond in number 
to the duly elected members of the General Court. The law 
also provides that the Governor, lieutenant governor, state 
secretary, state treasurer, state auditor, attorney general and 
_ each head of a state department may select a high school 
senior and may permit each such student to occupy the chair 

and office of the appointing officer during Good Government 
_ Day. The elected and appointed high school officials will con- 
- vene at the State House in Boston, February 20, 1948.

‘ The purpose of the law is to demonstrate more clearly 
_ the duties and responsibilities of the members of the General 
_ Court and also to impress our high school students with the 
- functions of our state government. Accordingly our high 
school students conducted a primary election on December 9 
and elected the following officials:

Alternate: Robert W. Small 
Representative: Russell R. Clark 
Alternate: Evan R. Quarton 


On December 16, the final election was held and our Millis 
candidates competed against the winners of the other high 
schools in our districts.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In an effort to give each child in school a more complete 
physical examination a change has been attempted in 
school health program which we hope will prove to be help 
ful to all concerned. Previously all pupils received a i 
examination in the fall and notices of any defects were sent 
home to the parents. Under the new system a parent is as’ ced 
to be present while the child is examined. This enables the 
parent to obtain the information about her child’s health 
directly from the school physician and to discuss with him 
proper procedure for the correction of the defect. It must 
understood that the school doctor will explain the defect z 
its possible future effect upon the child, but will not pre 
any definite treatment. For this the child must be taken 
the family physician. 


Since the examinations will be spaced at a two or

decayed teeth and diseased tonsils still are our worst offenders. 


_ feet. Many pupils at present are wearing shoes unfit for their 
eet as they offer no support for the child’s arches. 


_ Hearing and Vision tests have been done and corrective 
work has already been started on some children. 

Except for a few cases of measles in the winter the school 

“was quite free of contagious diseases. Parents are again 

urged to keep ailing children at home until their condition 

warrants attendance at school. 


In June a pre-school registration and examination was 
held; 31 pupils were enrolled at this time. Only a few defects 
needing attention were found. This is an important phase of 
‘school health work since we are able to check the physical 
condition of our prospective pupils and to assist the parents 
in getting the proper credentials, for school. This clinic 
allows the school department to make suitable arrangements 
for the number of pupils entering Kindergarten or Grade I. 
Registration day will be held each spring in order to enroll 
all prospective Kindergarten children and all children enter- 
ing Grade I without having attended Kindergarten in Millis. 


_— 


The Diphtheria Immunization Clinics were held in May 
and June. At this clinic 23 children were given the toxoid 
injections for the first time and 29 others received “booster” 
doses. 


Under the Millis Red Cross a Dental Clinic was held. Dr. 
Brown examined 240 pupils. The completed work included 95 
cleanings, 223 restorations and 47 extractions. Each year as 
many children as possible receive dental care at this clinic 
but due to lack of funds it is impossible to complete all who 
would like to be done. Since the dentist does not work on 
the Junior-Senior High School students there is a definite need 
for parent supervision in this group. 


In May the Norfolk County Hospital conducted a Tubercu- 
losis Survey. At this time 26 students and 9 school personnel 
were X-rayed. In October the X-Ray unit again came to school 
and 48 persons were X-Rayed. Included were seniors, foot- 
ball squad, faculty, cafeteria workers and janitors. These 
surveys are provided free and are supported by your purchase 
of Christmas Seals. A motion picture was shown and a talk 
on Tuberculosis was given to the students in connection with 
this program. 
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Dr. Zalvan gave a First Aid lecture to the faculty nis 
fall. The purpose was to review with the teachers steps 
take in case of illness or injury to a pupil. Much of the credit 
for the results obtained in a school health program must be 
given to the teachers. They see the pupils daily and it ig 
through their watchfulness that many pupils are referred t 
Dr. Zalvan and myself for proper care. 


I wish to thank the various town organizations and the 
private individuals who have given time and money for 
benefit of the school children. 


To Mr. Eaton, Mr. Brown, Dr. Zalvan, the faculty and the 
Commercial classes may I say “thanks for your cooperation.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


’ There were 422 pupils who appeared for the annual physi- 
cal examination this year. Of this number, only 73, or about 
17%, were found to be free of all defects. However, only 22, 
or about 5%, had major defects requiring that notices be sent 
home to their parents. It is clear, therefore, that most pupils 
have defects which are so slight that no notices are sent home 
to parents. 


This year, the emphasis is on preventative medicine. It 
is important to take care not only of that 5% having ad- 
vanced major defects, but also of the greater number whose 


defects would ordinarily not be brought to the attention of ; 
their parents. 


Therefore, we instituted a new method of physical examin 
ation of the pupils. One of the Primary grades, the third, 
was chosen, and parents of the pupils were invited to be pres- 
ent at the examination of their children. More time was spent | 
on the examination and all defects, major and minor, were im- 
mediately brought to the attention of the Parent, and measures © 


for correction were discussed. The parents were very coopera- 
tive. 


The faculty held an informal meeting and were instructed 
in the rudiments of first aid. The importance and the role of 


the teacher in the detection and prevention of disease were 
discussed. 
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The general examination showed the usual defects to be 
resent. Most pupils had completed or were in the process of 
pleting remedial efforts to correct defects. There was 
practically no contagion in the school, thanks to our nurse, 
: hss Coldwell, whose watchful eye is ever alert. We were 
_ fortunate this year in having no serious injuries among our 
athletes. Periodic inspections of the cafeteria and those work- 
‘ing there are made to ensure cleanliness and healthful en- 
‘vironment; these visits also include general sanitary inspec- 
‘tions of the entire school building. 


It is hoped that our new method of examination will be 
expanded next year. It will be an excellent way to secure the 
‘cooperation of the parents with the faculty and medical de- 

_ partment of the school. 


In closing, I wish to thank Miss Coldwell for her cheerful 
and untiring efforts to advance our work, and the faculty for 
‘their assistance and cooperation. Again I wish to commend 
the parents for their patience and reception of our sugges- 
tions. ;

REPORT OF HOUSEHOLD ARTS SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


During the school year of 1947, many changes were brought 
about in the Household Arts Department. In the spring of 
the year the girls were enthusiastic about their spring and 
Summer wardrobes. Three students made their confirmation 
dresses. The total expense of these dresses equaled about 
one-third of the cost at department stores. 


In June fourteen students entered garments in the Four H 
Club contest. Each person won blue ribbons. Two students 
won State recognition for their work. One student won a free 
trip with expenses paid to the State University. 


This fall the sewing room was moved to the old Kinder- 
garten room, next to the lunchroom, making it much more 
convenient. At the beginning of the school year the students 
had to sit in Kindergarten chairs and use the small tables 
for cutting tables. Many improvements that were necessary 
for a better standard have been installed. We now have three 
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cutting tables, twelve chairs, a new electric machine, a treadle 
machine electrified, and fluorescent lights have been instal od 


There are sixty-five girls enrolled in the Household Arts 
classes. The second year students have made tailored jacket 
and coats. Two students have made formal evening dresses. 


We are now planning to enter more outfits in the Four F 
Club contest next June. 


The High School students plan to make their dresses for 
the Senior and Junior Prom. Many students plan to make 
more spring and summer clothes since the cost of ready-made 
clothes is high. 


REPORT OF THE INDUSTRIAL ARTS DEPARTMENT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


This year in the shop several of the boys are attempting © 
projects which will be a credit to them upon completion. Such 
projects as a good library table, a colonial desk, a dining room 
chair, and a banjo clock are under process of construction. 


Many of the boys have become interested in building model 
boats. These boats are scaled down from the real thing and 
some of the boys are doing a real job on them. We some 
times laughingly refer to the shop as the “Millis Shipyards” 
there are so many being made. 


At the beginning of the year a few tools, which were 
badly needed, were purchased for the shop. 


About the first of November we started an experiment 
with some Art Metal work. I think this experiment was quite 
successful.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the general accounts of the town of Millis — 
for the period from May 12, 1945, of the books and ac- 
counts of the town treasurer for the period from Feb- 
ruary 13, 1946, and of the books and accounts of the tax 
collector from February 16, 1946, the dates when these 
accounts were previously examined, to June 12, 1947, 
and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing money 
for the town or sending out bills for collection, were ex- 
amined, checked, and verified. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant — 
were examined and checked. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the treasurer’s record of receipts and the 
payments were compared with the amounts entered in 
the treasurer’s cash book. General ledger accounts were 
compiled for the period covered by the audit, the appro- 
priation accounts were analyzed and checked with the 
town clerk’s records of town meetings, and a balance ~ 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on June 12, 
1947, 


It was noted that in several instances liabilities were 
incurred in 1946 and payments made in excess of the © 
amounts appropriated, which is contrary to the provi- 
sions of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


In checking the paid vouchers on file it was noted 
that, in connection with the purchase of a new truck 
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in 1946, an allowance of $1,000 for an old truck turned 
in by the town was deducted from the purchase price of 
the new truck, although there did not appear to be a vote 
j of the town authorizing the disposal of the old equipment. 
Towns may, in accordance with clause (11), Section 21, 
Chapter 40, General Laws, adopt a by-law regulating the 


authority to dispose of town property without a vote of 
the town. Furthermore, the practice of applying the 
exchange value of old equipment toward the purchase 
price of new equipment is in conflict with Section 53, 
_ Chapter 44, General Laws, unless there is a specific vote 
of the town authorizing it. 

: The overlay deficits shown on the balance sheet 
ould be raised by the assessors in accordance with 
Section 23, Chapter 59, General Laws.

In the examination of the securities representing 
the investment of the Post-War Rehabilitation Fund it 
was noted that U. S. Certificates of Indebtedness in the 
amount of $3,000, which matured June 1, 1946. had not 
been presented for payment and that the interest coup- 
ons on these certificates due June 1, 1946, as well as the 
coupons attached to the U. S. Treasury bonds due in 1946, 
were not cashed. In this connection it is recommended 
that these bonds and coupons be cashed promptly and 
reinvested in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
5, Acts of 1943. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were ex- 
amined and checked. The additions to the tax title ac- 
count were checked with the tax collector’s records, the 
reported redemptions were compared with the receipts as 
recorded on the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax title 
deeds as listed were checked with the records in the 
Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked. The taxes and excises recom- 
mitted to the present collector and all subsequent com- 
mitment; lists were audited and proved with the asses- 
sors’ warrants. The payments to the treasurer were 
checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the recorded abate- 
ments were compared with the assessors’ records of 
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abatements granted, the additions to the tax title ac- 
count were checked with the treasurer’s records of tax 
titles held by the town, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger 
accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made 

_ by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names 

~ appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the
